EXPEDITION 15 WRECKED 


Machine, Badly Damaged in 
Alaska, Was Preparing for 
Flight Into Arctic. 


2 PREVIOUSLY SMASHED 


Fairbanks, Alaska, March 19 (By 
A. P.).—The last of three airplanes 
of Capt. George H. Wilkins, ex- 
plorer, was wrecked here today 
when the landing gear of the De- 
troiter, a three-engine machine, 
buckled, throwing the plane on its 
nose. An engine was thrown out 
of position and propellers bent. 

The big ship, which was being 
started on its first test flight, had 
shot along the ground about 40 
feet. when the accident occurred. 
Capt.: Wilkins, who planned an air 
expedition to hunt for land in the 
arctic region and a_etranspolar 
flight over the arctic wastes from 
Point Barrow, Alaska, to Spitzber- 
gen, originally started with two 
three-motor airplanes and one sin- 
gle-engined machine. One of the 
big planes was destroyed January 
17 when fire wrecked an experi- 
mental laboratory at the Ford air- 
port at Dearborn, a suburb of De- 
iroit. 

Yesterday the single-engined ship 
named the Alaskan was smashed 
in landing after a test trial. The 
propeller, landing gear and fuse- 
lage were damaged. The plane hit 
a wire fence at the end of the land- 
ing field. Carl B. Eielson and Capt. 
Wilkinson, who were in the ma- 
chine, escaped injuries. Today’s 
smashup temporarily delays the 
Wilkins party from proceeding on

IN FURIOUS STORM 
~ FOR AOURS, 15 TOLD 


Phunging of RS-1 Called 
Worse Than That of 
the Shenandoah. 
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13 PERSONS SUFFER 
HUNGER AND THIRST 


Craft Noses Her Way Over 
Scott Field, Ill., in Gale 
Most of Night. 


Cambridge, Mass., March 19 (By 
A. P.).—The army dirigible, RS-1, 
was victorious on January 27 in one 
of the most furious battles ever 
fought by aircraft against the wind, 
it was revcaled for the first time 
today. Two struts on her control 
car were broken when she attempt- 
ed to land at Scott field, near Belle- 
ville, Ill., and she was forced aloft, 
there to remain for fifteen hours 
while her crew of thirteen suffered 
from cold and hunger. 

The story was told by Charles 
P. Burgess, associate professor of 
aeronautics at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, who was on 
board as technical observer, Prof. 
Burgess also was on the navy air- 
ship Shenandoah on the night, more 
than two years ago, when she broke 
loose from her mooring mast at 
Lakehurst, N. J.; he said the ex- 
periences on the R§-1 were more 
trying than those on the Shenan- 
doah. 


On Her Third Trial Flight. 


The RS-1, in command of Lieut. 
O. B. Anderson, had been aloft for 
four hours on her third trial flight. 
He was warned by radio that high 
winds were expected and he headed 
for Scott field. By the time the 
dirigible was landed and was being 
pulled toward her hangar the wind 
had so increased in velocity that 
she began to pound on the ground 
like a vessel in heavy breakers. 
Two struts on the control cabin were 
smashed and Lieut. Anderson, see- 
ing that the ship would be wrecked 
in further attempts to house her, 
ordered the engines started and 
ground lines freed. It was then 
1 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Besides Lieut. Andérson and 
Prof. Burgess, the RS-1 carried 
Lieut. John Salsman, radio officer; 
Lieut. R. E. Robillard, airship ex- 
pert, and a crew of nine enlisted 
men. 

With the struts broken, only 
suspension cables held the control 
car as the airship began and con- 
tinued her forced flight. Those on 
board thought of what the sur- 
vivors of the Shenandoah had said 
after that dirigible went down in 
Ohio last summer with the loss of 
many lives. The last noise those 
men heard from the control car 
was the crunch of breaking struts. 

Nothing to Eat or Drink. 

‘Soon after we went aloft,’”’ said 
Prof. Burgess, ‘‘we discovered that 
not a crumb or a drop of beverage 
was left from our noon lunch. 


Some one found a few onions, but/ 


they were of little comfort.’’ 

The RS-1 headed into the wind 
and keeping as near Scott field as 
possible worked away from the 
center of the storm disturbance. 
The. wind was coming from the. 
northwest, and the ship was plung- 


ing wildly, ‘‘far more violently than

Taied-—Benater Edge’s bill abol- 
ishing the restrictions imposed on 
physicians in prescribing for their 
patients.

Fifth——Senator Edge's bill to 
permit wines which are not ‘‘intox!- 
cating in fact’’ and to eliminate the 
one-half of 1 per cent restriction. 

The effect of the subcommittee 
action admittedly will be far-reach- 
ing.

Election Will Be Held April 4 
to Select Successor; 
Action Foreseen. 


Athens, Greece, March 19 (By A, 
P.).—Admiral Coundouriotig has 
resigned the presidency. <An\ elec- 


tion will be held April 4 to decide 
his successor. 


Admiral Coundouriotis assumed 
the regency of Greece when King 
George II was forced to leave the 
country in December, 1923. Upon 
the formation of the republic, after 
the plebiscite of April, 1924, he be- 
came provisional president. 

Rumors of his impending resig- 
nation arose late last month when 
it was announced that he was going 
to his native island of Hydra for a 
short rest and that Premier Pan- 
galos, military dictator of the 
Greek government, would visit him 
there.

Vice Prestdent Dawes in a tribute 
to Col. Coolidge, whom he styled 
a ‘‘personality in himself,’’ said he 
imagined the people at Plymouth 
more often thought of the Presi- 
dent as the son of Col. Coolidge 
than they did of Col. Coolidge as 
the father of the President.” 

Secretary Kellogg issued a state- 
ment saying that, ‘in common with 
the other members of the Cabinet, 
the news of the death of the Presi- 
dent's father, although not unex- 
pected, came to me as a shock.’’

The party expected to 
arrive at the Capital early Sunday. 

The President and Mrs. Coolidge 
and their son, John, take their 
meals in the public dining room at 
the Woodstock Inn. Mr. Coolidge 
this afternoon followed his daily 
custom of taking a walk, trudging 
several miles through snow and 
slush.

One telegraph wire at the hotel 
was kept busy today with messages 
of condolence addfessed to the 
President.

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SEATS OF 2 NATIONS 
“ON LEAGUE COUNCIL 
MAY BE FORFEITED 


Dropping of Spain and Brazil, 
Due to Dispute Over Ger- 
| many, Is Urged.

Geneva, March 19 (By A. P.).— 
The special commission which is to 
discuss reconstruction of the coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, it was 
learned tonight, probably will be 
asked to consider. the. desirability 
of affirming the power of the league 
assembly to reduce at any time the 
period for which non-permanent 
members of the council are elected. 

This suggestion is deemed im- 
portant in view of Brazil’s an- 
nounced intention of vetoing the 
election of Germany unless she her- 
self was assured a permanent seat 
and the attitude of Spain that she 
might withdraw from the league un- 
less similarly advanced from the 
ranks of non-permanent members. 

Albania is really responsible‘ for 
this idea of curtailment of a tem- 
porary member’s tenure of office. 
It was the Albanian delegation to 
the assembly who remarked that 
when any member of the council, 
who had been elected by, and is 
therefore responsible to the assem- 
bly, goes beyond his mandate from 
the assembly and seeking primarily 
the national interests of his country, 
prevents unanimity on vital mat- 
ters supported by other members, 
he should be shorn of his mandate. 

Singularly enough, the covenant 
does not specify the term of a non- 
permanent member of the council; 
it is precedent which fixes it at one 
year. By precedent, Brazil and 
Spain have the right to serve until 
the end of 1926, hence either of 
these countries could block the ad- 
mission of Germany to the league 
in September. 

Thus unless Germany, now ‘“‘mor- 
ally a member of the league,” as 
One statesman said tonight, canbe 
induced to approve the promotion 
of both countries to permanent seats 
simultaneously with her own acces- 
sion, it is forecast that the same 
deadlock as that of the past week 
will exist at the September meeting 
of the league.

LEAGUE FAILURE TOPIC 


OF- OFFICIAL DISCUSSION 


Ambassador Houghton and 
_ Senator Borah Confer on 
European Situation. 


The European situation, the col- 
lapse of the Geneva league confere 
ence and disarmament and world 
court questions as they affect 
America were discussed yesterday 
at a meeting between Alanson B. 
Houghton, American Ambassador 
to Great Britain, and Senator 
Borah, chairman of the foreign ree 
lations committee. 

Though no result of the confer- 
ence was announced, the under- 
standing is that Mr. Houghton and 
Senator Borah found themselves in 
perfect accord on many of the vital 
questions of American relationship 
to European politics. Both are said 
to believe that latest European de- 
velopments#have caused a_e great 
loss of prestige by the league and 
both are understood to be some- 
what skeptical about the proposed 
arms conference at Geneva. 

The question has arisen as to 
whether it would not be better for 
the United States to refrain from 
participation in the preliminary 
arms conference and permit the 
European powers to first frame the 
agenda. The United States could 
then see in what respect American 
cooperation might be most helpful. 

President Coolidge, however,: al- 
ready has taken steps to have 
America represented at the pre- 
liminary conference so. that a 
change of plan may not be expedi- 
ent. Both Republican and Demo- 
cratic Senators are worried over the 
League of Nations’ plan to invite 
the United States to confer on the 
American reservations in Septem- 
ber. 

Cable reports, printed yesterday 
morning, that a Japanese expert 
heads the special committee which 
has censored the Senate reserva- 
tions to the court protocol and that 
this committee will require certain 
changes before American member- 
ship is acceptable, has opened the 
eves of Senators, it is explained. 
Furthermore, the fact that the 
league will act as final arbiter on 
the Senate reservations has also 
caused surprise. 

Senators Butler, Lenroot and Mc- 
Kinley, all of whom are up for re- 
election this fall and all of whom 
are confronted with the world court 
issue, fear the latest Geneva devel- 
opments will prove embarrassing in 
their campaigns.

It would not 
only make it easier for the operators of motor 
cars to find their way in strange cities, but it 
would preve to be an effective means .of edu- 
cating all Americans in traffic matters. Not 
until the people become femiliar with the laws 
and rules governing traffic will any system be 
greatly improved. Recently the national con- 
ference on street and highway safety declared 
that the education of the public is the most 
important feature of traffic regulation. It is 
reasonable to presume, therefore, that if a 
national traffic system were adopted the resi- 
dents of every city would give more time and 
study to it, and that it would result in far 
more effective cooperation between the public 
and the authorities than now exists. 

Few persons realize the enormous waste of 
inadequate traffic facilities. According to the 
officials of the street and highway safety con- 
ference, a survey of the traffic conditions in all 
the important centers discloses that the cost of 
imperfect traffic conditions to each individual 
in the United States is $20 a year, a total of 
$2,000,000,000. It urges a traffic survey by 
every community or metropolitan area to de- 
termine wherein improvements can be made.

Risko Beats (— 


Berlenbach — 
In Bout

EW YORK, March 19 (By A. 
N P,) Paul Berlenbach’ 5 

quest for recognition as a 
heavyweight contender, was abrupt- 
ly checked tonight when he was 
decisively whipped in a _ slashing 
ten-round battle with Johnny 
Risko of Cleveland in the feature 
match at Madison Square Garden. 
The referee’s decision was almost 
unnecessary to determine the re- 
sult. 

The world’s light-heavyweight 
king not only was battered from 
start to finish by 
opponent, a comparatively new- 
comer to fistic ranks, but was close 
to a knockout in each of the first 
three rounds of one of the most 
sensational ring upsets of the sea- 
son. 

Berlenbach was floored for a 
count of four in the first round 
by a left to the jaw, saved only by 
the bell as he careened to the can- 
vas again in the second under the 
impact of another pile-driving left 
and groggy under a hail of punches 
in the third. 

Surviving this unexpected and 
terrific storm, however, seemed to 
have a stimulating effect on Ber- 
lenbach, for he rallied and nearly 
held his own for the rest of the 
fight, staving off Risko’s. rushes 
and finishing with a spirited rally 
in the tenth round. 


ERLENBACH’S gameness 
B and stamina, however, 
were unequal to off-setting 
the superior power in Risko’s 
punches and the _ tremendous 
weight advantage enjoyed by 
the Clevelander, who tipped 190 
pounds to the champion’s 
1741-2. Both tired under their 
terrific pace, but Risko was the 
stronger at the finish. 


Risko battered Berlenbach to the 


verge of a knockout in each of the 
first three rounds of the match. 

Risko brought a crowd of 16,000 
to its feet in a frenzy in the first 
round by flooring Berlenbach with 
a savage left tothe jaw. The cham- 
pion took a short count and barely 
weathered a storm of blows that 
buffeted him until the end of the) 
round. The bell saved Berlenbach 
in the second round as he was 
knocked down by a terrific left 
again. He absorbed. additional 
punishment in the third, although 
he managed to retaliate occasion- 
ally. 

Berlenbach rallied 
and traded wallops with Risko in a 
furious exchange, but again the 
Clevelander had the better of it. 
Risko’s big advantage in weight 
told. The fifth found both slowing

Wheeler undertook to have the Dis- 
trict. acquire the highway, but 
found that it was deemed unsafe to 
let more than a two-ton vehicle 
drive over the top of the tunnel. 


Park Plan Devised. 


He thereupon devised a plan fora 
park of 19 feet in the middle of the 
road, with paving for 31 feet on 
each side of the parkway and a 30- 
foot parkway on each side of the 
pavement. With the tunnel safe- 
guarded against heavy traffic in this 
Manner, the way seemed open to 
ask Congress for a bill turning the 
highway over to the District. 

When preparation of the bill was 
begun in the office of Roland Bren- 
nan, chief clerk of the District en- 
gineering department, it was found 
that there is an act of Congress spe- 
cifically applying to Conduit road 
requiring dimming of automobile 
lights meeting other vehicles. 

This is forbidden by the District 
trafic code, which requires that 
headlights be adjusted to throw 
their bright beams on the road and 
that they be not dimmed except on 
well-lighted streets or on topping 
hillcrests. 

Completion of the bill has been 
delayed pending an opinion by the 
corporation counsel as to whether it 
should contain a specific repeal of 
the act applying to dimmed lights 
on Conduit road or whether the 
blanket power of the director of 
traffic and the commissioners to pro- 
mulgate traffic rules for District 
streets is sufficient. 


East Washington Post 
Of Veterans Disbands 


East Washington post, Veterans’ 
of Foreign Wars, last night voted 
to disband at a meeting in the Met- 
ropolitan Bank building. Com- 
mander George Briggs was instruct- 
ed to surrender the charter of the 
post, a Northeast organization, to 
District Commander Francis C.

Many of the officers and mem- 
bers of the post have moved out of 
the city during the last year and it 
was for that reason that the re- 
maining members decided to dis- 
band.

HITZ DISMISSES LIBEL 
SUIT AGAINST MELLON 


Brewer’s $500,000 Action Is 
Lost After Argument on De- 


murrer; Appeal Noted. 


The $50,000 damage suit filed 
by Charles B. Brewer, former 
special assistant to the Attorney 
General, against Andrew W. Mel- 
lon, Secretary of the Treasury, for 
alleged libel, was dismissed yester- 
day by Justice William Hitz in cir- 
cuit court after a two-hour argu- 
ment on a demurrer presented by 
Frank J. Hogan, counsel for Mr. 
Mellon. The latter was sued as 
an individual. 

The suit was based on a letter 
written by Mr. Mellon on March 3, 
1925,to President Coolidge, in which 
Mr. Mellon characterized Brewer’s 
charges of bond duplication as ab- 
surd, and said other things which 
Mr. Brewer regarded as libelous. 
Mr. Mellon’s letter was also made 
a part of the Congressional Record 
for March 3, 1925, and hence be- 
came a privileged document which 
any person might use. quote or re- 
published at will, it is said. Rich- 
ard L. Merrick, counsel for Brewer, 
noted an appeal.

Capper Not to Act. 


Whether he talked with Chair- 
man Madden of the House appro- 
priations committee could not be 
ascertained. 

Senator Capper, chairman of the 
Senate . District committee, said 
that inasmuch as the charges had 
developed in the House, his com- 
mittee would not go into them. 

It was also revealed, in connec- 
tion with the bitterness between 
rival insurance groups over the 
bill to establish an insurance code 
for the District, that Mr. Fenning 
is a licensed agent for three insur- 
ance companies. They are the Great 
American Insurance Co., the Mas- 
sachusetts Bonding & Insurance 
Co. and the United States Fidelity 
& Guarantee Co. 

So much wrangling has develop-« 
ed over the bill that the commis- 
sioners have withdrawn it from 
the Senate District committee. The 
National Fire Underwriters asso- 
ciation has been conducting a lobby 
against the measure and recently 
has been joined by the Insurance 
Club of Washington. 

The same fight was conducted 
last year and resulted in the resig- 
nation of the then insurance com- 
missioner. It has resulted this year 
in a censorship being placed on T. 
M. Baldwin, insurance commis- 
sioner. 

Amusing Incident in Committee. 

W. C. Montgomery, president of 
the Acacia Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., has written Mr. Fenning 
charging that he surrended to 
‘outside’ interests in withdrawing 
the bill which the commissioners 
had previously approved. 

What might be described as a 
faux pas was committed in the Sen- 
ate District committee room ineci- 
dent to the consideration of local 
bills. Commissioner Fenning and 
Superintendent and Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse were seated at the commit- 
tee table. 

James Tanner, veteran register 
of wills, walked in. He.  espied 
Maj. Hesse, but did not see Mr. 
Fenning. 

‘Hello, Ed,”’ he shouted. ‘‘I see 
they’ve got Fenning on the pan.” 

Neither Maj. Hesse nor Mr. Fen- 
ning said anything. 


Madden Awaits Report. 


Mr. Madden, asserting that he 
was not going to be driven into any 
“hasty action by public clamor,” 
said he had been informed that the 
veterans’ bureau had investigated 
Mr. Fenning’s connection with vet- 
erans and had made a report. The 
report is being held up, said Mr. 
Madden, because of the illness of 
Director Frank T. Hines. 

This report, Mr. Madden said, 
will deal with the propriety of Mr. 
Fenning acting as guardian. for 
mental. patients as well as to his 
treatment of the cases. Asserting 
that he assumed it would be com- 
prehensive, he planned to with- 
hold action until it was forthcom- 
ing. 

Officials of the veterans’ bureau 
said yesterday that no investigation 
was being made of Commissioner 
Fenning’s status as a guardian, An 
investigation was made some time 
ago, it was said, but nothing was 
found unfavorable to Fenning. 
Maj. Davis G. Arnold, national 
guardianship officer of the veterans’ 
bureau. said that he knew nothing 
of an investigation. Maj. John H., 
Cutter, assistant to Brig. Gen. 
Hines, the director, also denied 
knowledge of any investigation. 
Records at the courthouse reveal 
that Commissioner Fenning is now 
guardian of 131 insane patients. 
The records also show that he was 
appointed guardian for 28 per cent 
of the persons committed between 
1919 and 1926. ©
